Discussions of the Speech and Rhythm Programs at CSDR 


Lower School 

B ACH YEAR Lower School presents a 
Rhythm Program in which every 
child in the department participates. 
This program is a direct outgrowth 
of the rhythmic training the children receive 
as part of their regular school curriculum. 

Rhythm is essential in every aspect of hu- 
man life. Speech, in order to be intelligible, 
must have rhythmic qualities; action, to be 
well coordinated, essentially follows rhythmic 
patterns. Normal hearing children pick up 
these patterns through hearing. The deaf 
child must perceive them through his tactile 
sense and through making maximum use of 
any residual hearing he might have. 

The piano is used in the development of 
tactile perceptions. The children learn to feel 
the vibrations, when the piano is being played, 
by placing his finger tips lightly on the piano. 
Very soon most children become aware of the 
presence or absence of vibration. 

Learning to perceive pitch through this 
means requires a great deal more practice. 
The children learn that the vibrations they 
feel when the piano is played in the lower 
range are “low.” In like manner, they learn 
that those played in the higher range are 
“high.” Then later the “middle” range is add- 
ed for discrimination. Numerous speech exer- 
cises are given using high, low or middle 
pitch. This helps the children to develop a 
flexible tonal quality to their speech. Flexibil- 
ity and intonation are requisites of good intel- 
ligible speech. 

After developing the ability to discriminate 
and reproduce tones of varying pitch, prac- 
tice is begun in intensity of sound. This in- 
volves distinguishing between a “strong” 
chord played on the piano and a “weak” chord. 
This ultimately leads into practice of accent- 
ing or stressing the correct syllable in words 
or words in a phrase or sentence. 

Following this, the children learn that all 
music does not have the same time, that some 
may be 2/4 time and others 3/4 or 4/4 time. 


They learn to count and clap to the various 
times and to perform action in time with the 
music. They learn that 3/4 time is good skip- 
ping music and that 2/4 time is good for 
marching. 

Rhythm band instruments are introduced 
when the children become able to keep time 
with music. Simple orchestrations are then 
developed. The children get a great deal of 
enjoyment from this activity and the concen- 
tration needed to participate in a Rhythm 
Band is splendid training for them. 

Equally as enjoyable and as valuable to the 
children are rhythmic recitations. This, to 
deaf children, is singing and is a major ac- 
complishment as all the skills developed in 
rhythmic training are incorporated. 

The Rhythm Program this year will be held 
Friday, February 28, at 1:00 p.m. in the Social 
Hall. The theme is patriotic.

Intermediate and Upper Schools 

TPIE RHYTHM and speech program, which 
is being initiated this school year, in the In- 
termediate and Upper Schools of the Calir 
fornia School for the Deaf is set up to im- 
prove the phrasing, accent and articulation 
in the speech of the deaf child, to help him 
to acquire consciousness of rhythmic move- 
ments, good posture and poise and to give 
him the opportunities of encountering some 
of the same songs and activities that hearing 
boys and girls enjoy. 

Each of the fourteen classes in Intermedi- 
ate School has a twenty minute rhythm peri- 
od once a week. Rhythmic activities include 
rhythm band participation, singing games, 
folk, square and ballroom dancing. 

Rhythm band activities, which are for the 
younger children only, are preceded by listen- 
ing and feeling the vibrations at the piano. 
The children move their hands or clap to the 
rhythm. They are prepared for the playing of 
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musical compositions by observing and learn- 
ing to follow preliminary practice charts. The 
charts are divided into measures with draw- 
ings of the various instruments. The first 
chart emphasizes the use of the rhythm sticks, 
showing when they are to be played; a hori- 
zontal line indicates silence. The remaining 
practice charts introduce other toy instru; 
ments. Correct playing of each is taught at 
this point. The children progress from these 
preparatory charts to a chart of a particular 
musical composition. This chart presents the 
music as colorful drawings of' the various in- 
struments. The children play with piano ac- 
companiment. They have the opportunity to 


use each instrument. At first, the teacher 
points to the pictorial music, but later the 
Children take turns directing the group. 


The rhythm band instruments used are:

Singing games and folk dancing are intro- 
duced at the piano. The melody is played and 
the rhythm is determined by clapping. This 
is followed by an explanation of the name and 
origin of the dance. The dance is learned one 
section at a time before going on to succeed- 
ing parts. At intervals, the children return to 
the piafto and again the rhythm of the dance 
is emphasized.

Square dancing is introduced with the 
children identifying the music as Western. 
The dance is taught section by section in the 
same manner as folk dances. 

Following is a book which includes several 
folk dances which are favorites with the chil- 
dren.

In social dancing, emphasis is placed on the 
Fox Trot, 4/4 and Waltz, 3/4 rhythms. The 
children listen with the group hearing aid to 
a Fox Trot composition in medium tempo. 
They clap their hands to each beat in the 
measure, then to the first and third beats 
and then the first, third and fourth beats. In 
each case the first beat is accented. The step 
is then shown to the children; the boys’ part 
which is done by both boys and girls and then 
the girls’ part which is practiced by both. The 
children are taught to dance forward and 
backward, execute a box and left and right 
turns. The step is done without a partner at 
first. The children practice with partners 
after each new Step is learned. 

The albums and the single record listed be- 
low are helpful in teaching the Fox Trot be- 
cause they are slow and medium tempos.

The same routine is used in teaching the 
Waltz steps. The records listed below are 
especially good for initial instruction because 
of their slow tempo and strong beat.

Consideration is given to etiquette in social 
dancing, asking for and accepting a dan™*, 
escorting the girl to and from the dance 
floor, etc. Children practice these courtesies. 
They dance to both Fox Trot and Waltz 
music and learn to discriminate between the 
dance patterns. 

Swing is taught to some of the more ad- 
vanced Intermediate classes. A fast Fox Trot 
record is used. 

The Intermediate students have a forty-five 
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minute speech class two or three times a 
week. One period a week is spent with an- 
other class in chorus work. One teacher di- 
rects the group while the other accompanies 
at the piano. The choral groups recite many 
old time favorites, patriotic songs and popular 
teen-age ballads. Some of these songs are:

Interest is stimulated by dividing various 
songs into sections. The children say the parts 
alternately. 

New songs are taught during the regular 
speech period. The children listen to a record- 
ing of it through the group hearing aid. They 
clap the rhythm, a line at a time, from these 
markings:

After the rhythm has been clapped, the fol- 
lowing syllables, which correspond to the 
markings, are recited: 

Pum pum PUM pum pum PUM 
Then the appropriate words are matched with 
the syllables and markings: 

On a DAY like toDAY 
The children know that the longer line in the 
clapping section and the larger print in the 
other two lines denote the accenting of that 
part.

The Upper School program is similar to 
that of the Intermediate but there is no rhy- 
thm period as such and instead of a forty-five 
minute chorus time, a portion of that period 
is spent in dance instruction. This becomes 
more individualized with the older children, 
as many of them are already familiar with 
many of the dance patterns. 

Aside from its instructional value, the 
program is well received by the students. The 
high interest level and enthusiasm are com- 
mon to both the older and younger students.

Alyce Thomas Will Attend 
Meeting in England 

; Alyce Thomas, the supervising teacher in 
the, Intermediate Department at the California 
School for the Deaf, Riverside, and W. T. 
(Ted) Griffing, a teacher at the Oklahoma 
School for the Deaf, have been selected to 
represent the American and Canadian Schools 
for the Deaf at ' the * International Congress 
on the Modern Educational Treatment of 
Deafness. The Congress will be held at the 
University of Manchester in England from 
July 15-23, 1958. 

Each school for the deaf in the .United 
States and Canada was' given the opportunity 
to nominate teachers or supervising teachers 
for this honor. These nominations were 
screened by a special committee from the 
American instructors of the Deaf and the 
resulting names were submitted to the execu- 
tive committee of that organization for the 
final selections. Alyce Thomas will represent 
the hearing members of the profession and 
Ted Griffing will represent the deaf. Mr. Ted 
Griffing is the r father of Barry Griffing, a 
teacher in the Intermediate School at CSDR. 

Miss Thomas, having received her training 
to teach the deaf at the Western Pennsylvan- 
ia School for the Deaf, has taught in the Oral, 
Acoustic and Combined departments in the 
Illinois School for ' the Deaf, has held the 
positions of supervising teacher for the oral 
Classes in the. Arkansas School, supervising 
teacher in the Middle and Upper schools in 
the California School for the Deaf, Riverside, 
and is presently in her third year as super- 
vising teacher in the Intermediate Depart- 
ment in that school. 

In addition, out of the eleven meetings 
which have been held by the American In- 
structors of the Deaf since Miss Thomas 
entered this, profession, she has attended 
eight, at three of which she presented demon-

strations in speech, reading, language and 
geography.

John McCaffrey, 
Supervising Cook, Dies 

John J. McCaffrey, supervising cook at the 
California School for the Deaf since it opened, 
died at his home, 5610 Norman Way, River- 
side, February 3. 

A popular member of the staff, at the 
school, McCaffrey won more State Merit 
Awards for improvement in institution pro- 
cedures than any other of California’s 70,000 
employees. In addition to His nine Merit 
Awards, he won an award for one of the out- 
standing institution kitchens in the United 
States. 

Dr. Richard G. Brill, superintendent of the 
California School for the Deaf, said of Mr. 
McCaffrey: “He was always : intensely inter- 
ested in all the deaf children here and was 
very proud of his staff and all they could do 
for the children.

McCaffrey was born in Norwich, Conn., in 
1914. He came to California in 1950, and be- 
came a cook at the Norwalk Metropolitan 
State Hospital.

He is survived by his wife Kathleen, and 
children, Mrs. Sheila Ray, of Phoenix, Mich- 
ael, Kathleen and Patricia, and granddaugh- 
ter, Julie.
